SECOND TEST MATCH. 


Australia v. New Zealand. 
A Drawn Game. 
Record Gate for Soccer. 


The weather conditions ‘were ex- 
cellent for the big match and the 
ground in good order, despite the 
rain. the night before. His Excel- 
lency the Governor-General ,and 
suite arrived just before the game 
started, and Lord Jellicoe shook 
hands with the members of both 
teams, expressing his pleasure at 
being given the oportunity to see 
the game. The game was much 
more “willing” than the last one 
played here, as the Australian offi- 
cials admitted, three New Zealand- 
ers and two Australians being in- 
jured, although they were able to 
resume play. after, intervals, The 
play was fast owing to the dry 
ground, and the visitors seemed 
the fleetest generally, while the 
visiting half-backs played an ad- 
mirable game, destroying many of 
the rushes initiated by the New 
Zealanders, The attendance is es- 
timated at over 12,000, and the 
park was a great spectacle.

THE GAME DESCRIBED, _ 

From the outset it was seen that 
the game was to be a willing one, 
and this was borne out by fact. 
Both. teams were all out, the result 


‘being that till within 20 minutes of 


the finish good football was not 
seen.as it should be. The game 
ended in a draw, and this is a fair 


criterion of the play. In fact, on 
the day the Australians deserved to 
win, but it was uwing principally to 
their bad shooting that they lost 
the match. The writer has. been 
connected with Soccer Football for 
20 years, and never. before has he 
seen so many. accidents occur on 
the field in a game.. Instead of it 
being an, international match, it 
savoured more in the nature of a 
cup tie. The explanation for this 
may lay in that the visitors were 
out to win the second test and the 
New Zealand representatives were 
just as determined to prevent them 
from drawing even. In comparison 
with the first test, the match on 
Saturday was not in it as a game. 
At Dunedin the previous Saturday 
both teams gave a good exhibition 
of the game as it should be played, 
the same as was done in Christ- 
church, when the visitors met the 
pick of the South Island. There 
cond Test. Whether it was that 
was something lacking in the se. 
both teams were nervous: and were 
endeavouring to get each other’s 
strength, or that neither side was 
out to take risks, was difficult ‘to 
say, but the fact remains that there 
was too much playing the man in- 
stead of the ball. 


FIRST SPELL. 


The visitors won the toss and 
elected to play with the wind and 
what sun there was in their favour. 
Early in the game Bratten, who 
played a hard game right through, 
was prominent. He passed beauti- 
fully to J. Cumberford, who, 
through over-eagerness, missed a 
chance. The visitors pressed their 
opponents hard, and again Bratten 
shot hard and wide. New Zealand 


now took a hand at the attack, and 


were kept out by hard tackling on 
the part of the visitors’ backs. A 
little later Maunder put in a great 
shot, which Claxton, the New Zea- 
Jand keeper, tipped over the bar. 
Away came the Blacks in full force, 
D. Cumberford and Fisher for the 
Blues saving a difficult situation. 
Whilst they were both going for 
the ball Corbett (centre-half for

Cumberford having a shot which 
went wide, Soon afterwards Braith- 
waite conceded a corner to save a 
strong attack led by Ward, - the 
visitors’ outside-right. The latter 
again secured, and gave the New 
Zealand keeper an anxious few mo- 
ments, he having to first out. Then 
Bratten had a go at goal, the New 
Zealanders spoiling his chances, 
and. getting possession of the ball, 
raced up the field towards - their 
opponents’ goal. An excellent 
chance was spoiled by Brundell 
(outside right) shooting wide. Now 
came a great attack by the Blacks, 
led by Brundell. He centred well. 
Fisher, who slipped, was beaten, 
and the New Zealand outside left, 
coming strong, put the ball across 
to Cook (centre forward). The 
Southland representative made no 
mistake. He shot hard, and Cart- 
wright, running out of his goal, en- 
deavoured to save, and missed. Ten 
minutes after the start the New 
Zealanders had landed the ball in 
the net.

The advent of Corbett on. the 
field of play was the signal for a 
strong New Zealand attack, but the 
visitors’ defence was too solid, and 
once again they atacked strongly. 
It was only on ‘account of Ward’s 
indifferent speed. that a goal was 
not scored. Just as Maunder was 
crippled, the visitors attacked 
strongly, and from a nice piece of 
continued. play Bratten shot hard. 
Croxton fielded the ball laying right 
out, but stepped back with it over 
the line, and Referee Lithgow gave 
a goal, making the scores jevel 
twenty-five minutes after the start.

A hands agains ‘ampbell re- 
lieved pressure on the Australians’ 
goal, and getting the ball well 
away, Brown put in a shot which 
. went over the bar. At this stage, 
Maunder returned to the field, 
Ward going to the. outside right 
position. It was only by deter- 
mined opposition that the New Zea- 
_landers kept the visitors out. Sev- 
eral of the visitors’ attempts were 
spoilt by bad shooting. After hav- 
ing been starved for a long time, 
Brundell got away on his own, and 
with practically an open goal the 
speedy New Zealand outside right 
shot hard. Cartwright was equal to 


the occasion, however, and after 
punching out he ran forward and, 
bounced the ball and kicked it’ 
clear, thus relieving a most danger- 
ous position. At this stage Maun- 
der returned to his position at 
inside left, Ward continuing out- 
side. Braithwaite was playing a 
very safe game at right back for 
the Blacks, and he was ably sup- 
ported by McAuley. 

It can be safely said that up till 
now neither team was giving a good 
exposition of Soccer football. They 
were starving their wings, and the 
kicking was nct as good ag in other 
matches of the team. It appeared 
as if each side was testing the 
strength of the other, and playing 
a waiting game. It was one in 
which there was no pace: and no 
spectacular football, and half-time 
came with no alteration in the 
score. 


SECOND SPELL. 


Making no bones about it, the 
visitors opened the second spell 
with a strong attack, but want of 
combination lost them several 
chanees.. Amidst great excitement, 
the Australians came at the attack 
again and again, and Claxton was 
called upon to save some difficult 
shots, which he did well. The 
style of play had not improved, 
there being too much wild kicking, 
and too much waiting for the man. 
The two teams still appeared to be 
waiting for each other, and just 
for a little while the New Zealand 
representatives appeared to be tir- 
ing. Gibb, the visitors’ skipper, 
who was playing a great game, was 
ably supported by P. Doyle, who 
made some brilliant solo runs on 
the right-wing. it was when the 
latter player was at his best that 
he received a severe kick on the 
right leg which necessitated his re- 
tirement for a spell. With ten men 
against them, the Blacks attacked 
strongly, and gave the big crowd a 
taste of what they could do if 
they played football. The specta- 
tors were raised to a high pitch of 
enthusiasm on account of the bet- 
ter class of football which was be- 
ing played. With the New Zealand- 
ers still attacking, P. Doyle went 
on again, and from a foul by an 
Australian a beautiful shot was put 
in by Jones, which Cartwright 
saved splendidly by conceding a 
corner.

LETTER BAG. 
To the Hditor, 


In your issue of June 24th, over 
the name of W. Chapman, Secre- 
tary of Pyrmont Club, appears a 
letter, acknowledging the visit from 
the Lecture Committee of the Re- 
ferees’ Association, in which seve- 
ral very important points, having a 
strong bearing on the control of 
our game, are discussed. 


I think in some way the inter- 
pretations of the Lecture Com- 
mittee have been misconstrued, 
and in fairness to all referees who 
control our various games, and 
whose duties are at all times open 
to comment, and also to the spec- 
tators who are the critics, the 
points in question should be made 
quite clear. 

I had hoped that the Lecture 
Committee would take the matter 
ap and correct the wrong impres- 
sion conveyed, and so in the in- 
terest of the game, and with due 
deference to that body, I,trust you 
will insert this in the hope that 
it may dispel any doubt which may. 
have arisen since the article in 
question appeared. 

Clause B of the article in ques- 
tion states :— 

“Player throwing bali in should 
not be penalised unless he gains 
some advantage from an unfair de- 
livery.” 

This is incorrect, as in Law 5 
Laws of the Game, Instructions to 
Referees, it is clearly laid down: 
“Jf the player does not throw the 
ball in properly the Referee MUST 
award a free kick.” 

Clause D of the article states: 
“The ball cannot UNDER ANY 
CIRCUMSTANCES be played twice 
by the same player. 

This is rather ambiguous and 
misleading; and requires. qualify- 
ing. 

Law 10, Laws of the Game, 
states in relation to the taking of 
a free kick:— 

“The kicker shall. not play the 
ball a second time until it has 
been played by another player.” 

“The kick off (except as provided 
in Rule 2, which relates to the com- 
mencement of the game), corner 
kick, penalty kick, goal kick, and 
free kick shall be free kicks with- 
in the meaning of this law.” 
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Clause E of the article touches 
the most important rule in our 
game, and reads as follows:— 

“The half way line makes no dif: 
ference in the offside rule when one 
or either of the opposing backs are 
in your home territory.” 

I suppose one could write a page 
on this Law, there is such a fund 
of material; and yet when the rule 
is dissected and mastered it is the 
simplest to interpret. 


The first, last and most im- 
portant point to remember ‘at all 
times is the position of the player 
when the ball. was last played as 
the whole interpretation depends 
upon that most important factor. 

The common failing is to note 
the position of the player when 
he receives the ball, and that is: 
why in the majority of cases so 
much adverse criticism is levelled 
at our referees. 

The half way line is all import- 
ant in the game; it protects the 
attackers, and the Law is emphatic 
on the point, as the official instruc- 
tions to referees are that, a player 
who is in his own half of the field ‘ 
at the moment the ball was last 
played, CANNOT be off side. 

A very important point for a 
player to remember is to keep be- 
hind the ball, for in that position 
a player cannot possibly be off side. 

itis one that should appeal to 
the forwards of a team, who are 
the match winners, and they should 
endeavour to educate themselves in 
that respect, as it would assuredly 
prighten our game and incidentally 
improve the play from the. spec- 
tators’ point of view. 

The whole fault in this respect 
is due to over-eagerness on the for- 
wards’ part, and, instead of wait- 
ing for the pass, rushing forward 
in anticipation and immediately 
placing himself in the offside posi- 
tion. 

How many times have, we seen 
prilliant forward play nullined at 
the goal mouth by offside play, 
when the simple axiom of keeping 
behind the ball would place any 
question of offside play beyond any 
shadow of suspicion. 

A player cannot be off side from 
a goal kick, corner kick, or throw 
in, but that privilege ceases imme- 
diately the ball has been played 
by the second player. 

{ lave often heard the point 
yaised that the three opponents 
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necessary to ensure a player hb 

on side must be the two backs 
goalkeeper. This is incorrect, 
the rule simply says  opponey; 
and means any three players 
the opposing team. 

When an opponent plays. the ha 
any member of the opposing gj, 
is on side, irrespective of his pog 
tion in the field of play.
